During the last few months, the 


so-called "better" video shows, 
featuring top dramatic talent, have 
played heavily on a brand of real- 
ism that relies consistently on 
tragedy.

IT IS DEBATABLE whether the 


average person, who largely de- 
pends on "happy endings" to sea- 
son his entertainment diet, will 
continue to feed on the rather de- 
pressing realism ermnating from 
video centers. 


The conflict between motion pic- 


tures and television is far from an 
«nd. And, it may be possible1 that 
video will lose some of its hold on 
the public's spare time if more of 
the Hollywood flare for romantic 
tales isn't used. 


Currently, television viewers who 


enjoy drama are being sent to bed 
with a "tear" in one eye and a 
disgusted look in the other.

FOR THE majority, it would 


ieem that daily existence holds 
enough realism, including tragedy, 
without watching unhappiness be- 
ing distributed nightly via an "en- 
tertainment" ^media.

towels. 


REALISM HAS Its place in en- 


toitamment, but it shouldn't mo- 
nopolize an entire media. This will 
become more and more apparent 
\vhen the novelty of video becomes 
a thing of the past. 


If those video producers who are 


rabid realists desire to present 
programs of realism, they might 
employ greater effort toward the 
presentation of world events . . . 
realism in its starkest form. 


Instead of featuring 
"morbid" 


tales conjured from the imagina- 
tions of script writers, realism in 
the, form of oducntional features on 
the world around us could satisfy 
the public's appetite and also do 
a public seivicc,

United States ordered today 
the "immediate departure" of 
a Communist Romanian diplo- 
mat. It said he tried to black- 
mail an American citizen into 
spying for the Romanian gov- 
ernment. 


The State Department said the 


diplomat. Christache Zambeti, le- 
gation first secretary, "attempted 
to subvert" V. C. Georgescu, a 
naturalized American 
citizen of 


Romanian descent, May 20, in New 
York. 


Sons Used as Price 


"The price offered for this col- 


laboration was to be the welfare 
of Mr. Georgescu's minor sons 
and their possible restoration to 
their parents." the 
department 


said. 


Georgescu's 
sons. 
Constantin, 


19, and Peter, 14, are still in Ro- 
mania and have been refused per- 
mission to join their parents in the 
United States.

of

Americano, a subsidiary of Stand- 
ard Oil of New Jersey in Romania, 
reported Zambeti's proposition to 
the FBI and the Stale Department. 


The department said it "care-

which said in part: 


"The government of the United 


States has ascertained that Chris- 
tache Zambeti, first secretary of 
Legation, has engaged in activities 
incompatible with his status as an 
accredited diplomatic official.

"Therefore, this government is 


impelled to declare Mr. Zambeti 
persona non grata. The legation 
is requested

ments for his immediate depar- 
ture from the United States."

nating'staff of Standard Oil Com- 
pany New Jersey, dealing with 
middle.^ind far eastern petroleum 
operations.

Birmingham University, England, 
Georgeseu came to this country in 
1947 shortly before Romania na- 
tionalized its oil industry. 


Georgescu received his final U. 


S. citizenship papers last year. 


He lives with his wife in New

Report Truce Plan 
Gives UN Final Say 
Allies' New 
Proposal Hit 
By S. Korea 


Claim Secret Plan 
Reflects Defeat by 
China Communists 


SEOUL (/P)—Authoritative 


South Korean sources today 
revealed that the secret new 
Allied truce plan would give 
the United Nations General 
Assembly the final say in de- 
termining the fate of war 
prisoners who refuse to re- 
turn to their Red homelands. 


The informants said the proposal 


handed the Communists Monday 
at Panmunjom was clearly un- 
acceptable to South Korea. One 
government official called it "noth- 
ing but an Allied defeat by the 
Communists." 


Talks Recessed 


The truce talks were recessed 


after Monday's session until June 1 
—apparently at Allied request so 
Red negotiators can send the plan 
to Peiping, or even to Moicow. 


South Korean sources said the 


new plan reverses the Allies' May 
13 proposal under which 34,000 
balky 
North 
Korean 
prisoners 


would be released as civilians im- 
mediately after an armistice. 


The final disposition of these and 


14,500 Chinese captives who refuse 
to return to Red rule is the last 
major roadblock to a truce in the 
nearly three-year-old Korean war. 


Report* New Plan 


The ROK informants said the 


new Allied plan: 


1. Drops the Allied May 13 pro- 


posal that North Korean POWs be 
freed in South Korea after an ar- 
mistice. The Reds bitterly oppose 
the. May 13 plan. 


2. Retains the Red-proposed five- 


nation commission to take over the 
•»8,500 reluctant prisoners after a 
truce. Red agents would have 90 
days for "explanations" 
to the 


balky captives. 


3. Turns over to a post-war polit- 


ical conference all prisoners who 
still refuse to go back to commu- 
nism. It was not learned how long 
the conference would'take for this 
matter, but the original U.N. plan 
fixed a 30-day period. Finally the 
remaining POWs in custody would 
be handed to the U.N. general as- 
sembly. 


4. All decisions would be made 


by majority vote. The exact mean- 
ing of this provision could not be 
immediately determined but pre- 
sumably it applies to the five-na- 
tion commission and political con- 
ference.

He did say he never engaged 
in espionage against this country. 


The witness was Julius J. Joseph 


of New York City, an associate 
economist for the National Re- 
sources 
Planning Board at the 


White House in 1940 and 1911. and 
a member of the wartime Office of 
Strategic Services — the hush-hush 
OSS — from 1913 through mid-19-15. 


Balks in Testimony 


Joseph refused to say whether he 


i.« a Communist. He accused the 
Senate internal security subcom- 
mittee, before which he appeared, 
of asking him questions at its pub- 
::c hearing that "are not Ameri- 
can." 


He assailed but did not deny the 


testimony of Miss Elizabeth Bent- 
ley, 
acknowledged 
former 
spy 


courier, who had named him as a 
member of a Soviet spy ring. 


Joseph termed Miss Bentley "a 


professional witness" which he de- 
fined as one "who commercializes 
on the general pattern of fear, of 
hysteria." 


Decline* Again 


He said he never has denied her 


testimony under oath, and declined 
again to say whether she spoke the 
truth in telling the subcommittee 
last year that as a soldier in 19-13 
Joseph "pulled strings through a 
friend" and got himself assigned 
to OSS. 


There, she had said, he served 


in "the hush-hush Japan division 
which was right next to the Rus- 
sian division" in order to keep 
truck of what this country was 
learning about the Communists.

prices too hijrh? Time alone will 
provide the only certain answer. 
However, these latest land values 
are 5 to 10 per cent higher than 
avearage in proportion to prices 
of products produced on the land. 


Neighboring states show diver- 


gent trends in land values. 
The 


March figure for Iowa is 5 per 
cent below November and' 2 per 
cent lower than March 1952. Mis- 
souri reports a "3 per cent rise 
from November to March to offset 
a previous drop of 3 per cent from 
March to November. 


Indiana prices went up 1 per 


cent fiom March to November 
last year, but have shown no defi- 
nite change since then. 


For the United States as a 


whole, the aveiage dollar value of 
farmland rose 2 per cent fiom 
March to November last year and 
then slipped off l per cent up to 
March of this yeat. 


Values Weak In We*t 


Land values have been weakest 


in the western half of the United 
States. They continued upward to 
March in the states east of the 
Alississippi nvei and south of Ken- 
tucky. 


According to the USDA report, 


the average price for Illinois faini- 
land in Match was $226 an acre. 
That figure looks very low in com- 
parison with many sales of good 
land icported above the 5100 level. 
It may, however, serve'as a basis 
for comparing relative price levels 
in ditfeient states. 


At $228 an acie, aveiage Illinois 


farmland values lank far above 
ihose of any other important ag- 
ricultural state. The Illinois quo- 
tation of $226 compares with Iowa 
at S191. Indiana at S1SO, Missouri 
at $82 and Wisconsin at $105. 


Illinois Third Highest 


Only three states report a high- 


er figure than Illinois. All of them 
are small eastern states densely 
populated areas. They include New 
Jersey with $352 an acre. Connec- 
ticut with $277 and Rhode Island 
with $255. 


The total value of farmland in 


Illinois is estimated.by the USDA 
at just over 7 billion dollars. This 
is the second largest among the 18 
slates, being exceeded 
only by 


Texas, which claims a total val- 
uation of S.4 billion. 


In this line-up. California lanks 


thud with 6.7 billion dollars, and 
Iowa is fourth with 6.6 billion.

President Feels West's Need to 


Stand on Common Ground 


President Eisenhower's action in arranging a Big Three 


meeting next month with Prime Minister Churchill and the 
French premier is a stroke of genuine world statesmanship. 


It is the president's way of reaffirming the basic soli- 


darity of the major western'powers at a time when carping 
critics on both sides of the Atlantic have seemed to stress 
the differences rather than the common viewpoints among 
them.It is Mr. Eisenhower's recognition that the West cannot 
afford to have these differences enlarged upon, that the sen- 
sible thing for strong-willed friends to do is get together and 
try to iron out difficulties. 


Moreover, it represents a decision by the president to 


test for the first time in several years the usefulness of the 
three or four-way parley of heads of state as a technique of 
international policy-making. 


As Mr. Eisenhower's advisers stressed, the calling of 


the Big Three meeting in no way constitutes a commitment 
to sit down later with the Russians in a Big Four conference. 
Presumably, the president still insists that Soviet good faith 
evidenced by deeds, be a prelude to any high-level conclave 
involving the Kremlin.

A satisfactory Korean truce certainly is one such deed. 


»- If it is arrived at in the next few weeks and the way thus 
I, partly opened to negotiation of broader East-West issues, 
- then the Big Three will have plenty to talk about in Bermuda. 


First and foremost, they will need to find some kind of

ist factions in the national assem- 
bly. 


Reynaud. an independent, was 


expected to ask the assembly for 
a broad base of support to deal

more than this historic cannon 
6hot which whistled seven miles 
across Frenchman Flat and ex- 
ploded with A-bomb brilliancy at 
600-foot elevation. 


The blast snapped 
off 50-foot 


trees and flipped railroad boxcars 
and army tanks like toys, reports 
from viewers indicated. The full 
effects on various types of army 
construction, materiel and clothing 
will be the subject of study for 
weeks.

Ford Outdoes GM in Giving 
Workers Pension Benefits 


DETROIT W—The Ford Motor 


company did General Motors one 
better in voluntarily revising its 
five-year contract with the CIO 
United Auto Workers early today 
by giving the union the best ma- 
jor pension plan in the industry—a 
maximum of §137.50 a month. 


Before it did so, however, Kord 


demanded and was given assur- 
ance tha,t the crippling strike of 
UAW workers at its Canton, O., 
forge plant would be halted im- 
mediately. That five-week-old tie- 
up had idled 85.000 of Ford's 135.- 
000 production workers and vir- 
tually shut down the vast Ford 
production system. 


Ford' and the UAW wound up 


two days of negotiations by an- 
nouncing 
the 
contract 
changes 


shortly after midnight. Ford presi- 
dent Henry Ford II and UAW and 
CIO President Walter P. Reuther 
led the talks. 


The big boosts in pension pay- 


ments—S12.50 to $35 a month- 
came as somewhat of a bombshell 
after General Motors signed a sup- 
plemental 
agreement 
with 
the 


UAW Friday without any pension 
improvements. 


Contracts with GM. Chrysler and 


virtually all the oilier automotive 
firms provide maximum pensions 
of $125 a month. Both this and the 
new $137.50 Ford figure include 
federal social security benefits. All 
apply at age 65 after 30 years' 
service. The $35 boost at Ford is 
for 20-year men who now will get 
$115 a month instead of $80. 


The revised Ford contract also 


provides other benefits not found 
elsewhere in the industry: 


One group of skilled workers— 


500 die sinkers and pattern makers 
—will get 20-Cent an hour wage 
boosts. 


Otherwise the new benefits in 


Ford and GM contracts are iden- 
tical: 


Nineteen of the 2-1 cents net gain 


picked up under the cosl-oMiving 
wage hikes since the

I often 
recall a make-believe 


game that the Princesses, especial- 
ly Princess Margaret, were fond 
of playing when they were chil- 
dren. We called it "If." 


Princess Margaret would prance 


about the playroom chanting, "If 
I could be anything I liked. Ui-aw- 
fie, do you know what I'd be?" 


"A good girl. 1 should think." 1 


would reply. "Certainly a Princess 
should be good." 


"But if I weren't a Princess, 


Crawfie. I should like to be . . ." 


And she would search her lively 


imagination for a dozen fantastic 
professions, some of which she had 
read about in books and others 
that she had invented on the spot. 
Her images were always colorful 
and stimulating. 


Princess 
Elizabeth 
sometimes 


entered the game, but she always 
tried to connect it with the real 
life outside, of which she could 
catch only glimpses. She was ab- 
sorbed by healthy curiosity about 
the way other people lived, and 
tried to put herself in their places. 
Instead of playing a game, she 
exercised this faculty while we 
drove in the streets or in the coun- 
try. 


Among the little throng always 


to be seen 
waiting outside the 


Palace were several familiar faces. 
Many elderly women weie among 
them. 


"We know ihem. don't we. Craw- 


fie?" 
Princess Elizabeth 
would 


say. "But still, I wonder who they 
are?" 


There was one old lady, dressed 


in black, with a lean, sad face, 
who was always waiting at Hyde 
Park corner at -1 o'clock on Friday 
afternoons as we drove down from 
the Palace to the Royal lodge, 
Windsor. 


We always took the same route— 


up Constitution Hill, and round the 
traffic island into the park. The 
Princesses became interested in 


her, speculating on whether she 
would be there or not. 


She always was. 
As our car came abieaht of the 


gate where the traffic has to slow 
down in order to file through the 
arches into the park, there she 
would be, watching. 


Princess Elizabeth would be wor- 


ried about her if we were ever 
delayed on our journey, or—as 
rarely 
happened—there 
was 
a 


change in our weekend routine. 


"1 hope she will not wail too 


long." the Princess would say. 
"She doesn't look very strong." 


If

She was always interested in the 


"outside 
world" 
on which she 


considered me an authority—al- 
though to tell the truth I saw very 
little of it—and would ask me end- 
less questions about it. I believe 
that until her marriage the Prin- 
cess had no clear understanding 
of the way people lived outside 
palace walls. 


It is .one of the strengths of the 


British 
Constitution t h a t the 


Queen sits upon the top rung of 
the ladder that others must climb 
with such endeavor, so that how- 
ever high a man may mount, there 
is always someone above him—a 
man or woman who took that 
place, not after a lifetime of appli- 
cation, but by inheriting it as a 
natural birthright. 


I would sometimes play the "If" 


game myself. What would Prin- 
cess Elizabeth .ike to be .and do, 1 
often asked 'myself, "if" she were 
free to choose? 


The course of her life was set. 


Ceitam things happened, always 
had happened, and always would 
continue to happen so far as she 
knew. A child docs not ask what 
water tastes like, or puz.zle over 
the way she breathes. These things 
are taken for granted. So, then, 
was Princess Elizabeth's way of 
living. 


But on her honeymoon, and cer- 
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tainly afterward, when she flew to 
visit Prince Philip in Malta, Prin- 
cess Elizabeth saw and experi- 
enced for tlie first time the life of 
an ordinary girl not living in a 
palace. 


She could never be quite free 


from all attention, of course, how- 
ever thoughtful people are. And in 
Malta the citizens made a genu- 
ine effort not to cloud her visit 
with the kind of staring attention 
she gels nearly everywhere else. 


But 
Princess 
Elizabeth could 


never dissolve into the background 
and enjoy herself as an unknown 
person can, although on certain 
rare occasions she has seen what 
life might be like if she had not 
been a Princess. 


As I think over her personality, 


trying to settle on those points 
which seem to me on reflection 
most characteristic. 
1 find one 


word 
continually in my 
mind: 


Thoughtfulness.

plain

What then? How would she have 
differed? My personal opinion is 
that she would be much the same. 


After careful thought the only 


difference 
I think which would 


have been obvious in her would 
be a slightly less serious outlook 
on life. 


Princess Elizabeth never had the 


gay, carefree character of Princess 
Margaret. The two girls of the 
same birth and upbringing differ 
in many ways. Their complexions 
are different, for example. 


Princess Margaret has an ex- 


cellent skin, but not of the same 
alabaster quality as Queen Eliza- 
beth's. In summer Princess Mar- 
garet gets quite sunburned. 


Queen Elizabeth and her mother 


have skin of a similar type and 
they both have to guard not only 
against tanning but also against 
sunburn.
